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This publication presents the latest available statistics at the time of preparation for 
statistical local areas (SLAs), which in non-urban areas generally correspond to legal 
local government areas (LGAs) and in major urban areas generally correspond to 
suburbs. 


SLAs are the smallest type of spatial unit of the Australian Standard Geographical 
Classification (ASGC) shown in this publication. Where applicable they have been 
aggregated to LGAs, which have in turn been aggregated to statistical divisions. 


This cross-classification of the LGA structure with the statistical division level of the 
main structure of ASGC has required the combination of Brisbane and Moreton 
Statistical Divisions far some of the statistics shown as some LGAs cross the contiguous 
boundary of these two statistical divisions. 


Maps showing statistical divisions, statistical subdivisions and statistical local areas are 
shown on pages 84 to 86. 


Explanatory Notes are located at the back of this publication. 
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For the purpose of presenting the principal series of official statistics for the State, 
Queensland is divided into a number of geographical areas. These areas consist, for the 
most part. of aggregations af local government areas. 


The primary division of the State is into || Statistical Divisions. These are intended ta 
represent as fur as possible ‘regions’ of the State which are characterised by discernible 
social and/or economic links between the inhabitants and economic units within them, 
under the unifying influence of one or more major cities or towns. The boundaries of the 
divisions have accordingly been delineated on the basic critetion that the degree of 
economic and/or social content and interaction within each division should be 
maximised. [t should be emphasised that the boundaries of the divisions cannot be 
regarded as sharp lines of demarcation — they may, of necessity, be positioned within 
peripheral zones in which the influence of two or more ‘focal’ citics or towns overlap in 
varying degrees.

Brisbane Statistical Division surrounds Moreton Bay and extends from Caboolture in the 
north to Ipswich in the west and Ormeau in the south. It includes Bishop, Fisherman, 
Green, Moreton, Mud and St Helena islands. Moreton Statistical Division surrounds the 
Brisbane Statistical Division and takes in the Geld Coast and Sunshine Coast. The 
Brisbane and Moreton Statistical Divisions only account for 1.3 per cent of Queensland’s 
total area, however, they were home to 62.7 per cent of the estimated resident population 
as at 30 June 1993. 


Brisbane is the financial and admiinistrative centre for Queensland. Brisbane also 
includes large retail and wholesale trade industrics, hospitality and manufacturing 
industrics. 


The Gold Coast region, in the Moreton Statistical Division, is based on the hospitality 
and retail trade industrics and has significant property and business services industries. 
The Sunshine Coast region also has a significant hospitality industry.

Definitions 


STATISTICAL LOCAL AREA CHANGES , QUEENSLAND, EFFECTIVE FROM 1 JULY 1991 TO 30 JUNE 1993 
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EXPLANATORY NOTES 


Legal focal government areas (LGAs) as defined under the Local Government Act 
1936, are spatial units which represent the geographical areas of incorporated local 
government councils, such as cities (C)}, towns (T) and shires (S). 


2. Statistical divisions, which are groupings of whole or partial LGAs, are designed 
to be relatively homogeneous regions characterised by identifiable social and economic 
units within the region. 


3. Statistical districts have been defined around selected urban areas to provide 
comparable statistics over a period of time, These districts, which are intended to contain 
the anticipated urban spread for at least 20 years, are generally defined as having a 
population of 25,000 or more and experiencing urban srowth beyond the LGA 
boundaries. 


4, Data for some series shown in Tables | through {1 which are available for 
statistical districts are shown on pages 80 and 81. 


5. Statisticul local areas are the smallest types of spatial units in the Australian 
Standard Geographical Classification (ASGC) for which data are shown in this 
publication. In general, they correspond to LGAs in non-urban areas or suburbs in major 
urban areas. 


6. The arca in square kilometres of statistical areas is derived from digitised 
statistical boundaries. 


7. Data in this publication relate to the period 1991 to 1993-94, over which time 
there have been three versions of ASGC used. Hach data set is presented according to the 
ASGC version current at the time of collection, 

ASGC 2.1 applies to Manufacturing and Retail. 

ASGC 2.2 applies to Estimated resident population (sce table below for more 

details), Schools, Tourist accommodation, Local government and Motor vehicles 


on register. 


ASGC 2.3 applics to Births, Deaths, Building, Business locations and Agniculture.
